The men were hideous of feature, 


with coarse, heavy, sleepy faces, their 
quat figures clad in the typical garb 
f the tramp—the refuse of ragbag 
and ash heap.

»r dressed than their husbands and 
athers and wore bright shawls. 
Nearly all, Of both sexes, were bare- 
oot. 
I had come upon a "potlatch.' 


Potlatch" is the Chinook word for 


'present" or "treat." The Siwash, 
>r coast Indian, holds on state occa- 
ious a feast, to which each member 
if the tribe or tribes who celebrate 
t contributes. Thuy amass all the 
adibles they can get iu an open place 
Hi the shore, and then eat the pile- 
on operation which o.ften keeps them 
jusy for several days or a week. This 
s called a "potlatch." 


I found them hospitable aud friend- 


y. At another time I could hardly 
lavo done justice to such immense 
good cheer, but my lato experience 
lad qualified me to cat nobly on 
ihrough boar, venison, duck, grouse. 
Tout, salmon, sugar, bread, potatoes, 
or whatever lay at hand. 


In two days I bad made up for all 


my lost time, so far as food went. 
Tlie toothache had left mo. My kind 
aosts showed me the wny to Soguin, 
and from that point I took tin- next 
boat for the outskirts of civilization. 


Mr. Hobday paused. I admitted 


that no toothache of mhio hud over 
caused so much trouble. But ray 
friend had more to tell. Hi; said: 


That isn't all. I u-:is not tho only 


sufferer. The dentist had tlie worst 
timo of all. No, I didn't find him, 
but retribution dirt. Throe or four 
years after I wan standing on n 
wharf at San Francisco, when a man 
canto aud stared at mo.

It was decided to tube the well and 
draw off the salt water in the largest 
well—the one on the Jones tract. A 
string of two-inch pipe was put down 
and the work of pumping was con- 
tinued 
until 
yesterday moroing, 


when the Messrs Kirkbride concluded 
to put down a three-inch pipe, so that 
the water could be drawn off more 
rapidly 
Work was at once begun on 


the pulling of the two-Inch tubing, 
and when it was about half drawn It 
was noticed that a flow of oil had 
started which was rapidly increasing 
in volume. 
The casing was again 


weighted down with heavy timbers, 
and none to soon was the work ac- 
complished, as, with a great roar, a 
tremendous flow of oil poured forth 
from the well. AS this iuncture. the 
Myers' well also commenced to flow 
at its old rate. It was of the same 
pure quality that characterized the 
former flow. There was plenty oi 
tankage then available", and the first 
hour the tiwo wells poured forth at 
the tremendous rate of 500 barrels an 
hour. Later the gates were shut 
down and the flow was restrained to 
about 10,000 barrels a day, this being 
all that can be taken care ot.—' 
iay liejtubticun.
